Mr, Liang, from oar Britieh point of 
view, isover modest io regardin ; himeelf ee practically on the ehelf 
at the age of forly-nioe. A European politician is usoslly but in 
his prime at five and fifty, and three of (be moat active political 
brains cf the later part of the last centary—those of Pupe Leo XIII, 
Bismarck and Gladetons—were kisy for some twenty years after 
that age. Mr. Lloyd George ie, inthe mind of most of ar, still a 
young men; and he is in his filty-fourth year.” Mr, Liang bases hie 
argoment that China is the country of the young man aod not of 
the old on the perfectly sound lines that, when a politician takes up 
a post of reaponeibility, heehould have before him an appreciable 
apan of years daring which he csn go on learning by hia eucoosses 
and mistakes, and before the expiration of which he may have the 
joy of seeing hie life's work fittingly crowned. In a general sense 
all are bound to agree with this, but in the particular case of Obins

Eckardetein's offence consisted

This ia the eecond time that 
Eckarditien has ben arrested for 
similar reapons, The firet time 
was nearly two years ago, when 
he was imprieoned and then 
detained in sn interoment camp - 
for political offenders who are 
German eabjeotse, His release 
eneued after the Sopialists had 
revealed the truth about his 
detention, ; 

Sinos the beginning of the war 
Eckardstein bas courageously. 
proclaimed his contempt for Ger- 
msny'a aggreeeive precipitation 
of hostilities, the violation -of - 
Belgian neutrality, eobmarine. 
frightfulueas, and the Zoppelin 
murders, - abe, ae 

‘Eckardetion was first secretary 
to the German Embassy in Londoa 
for-many ,esra, At the outbreak 
of the wir he was a member of 
many Engliah olabs, amongat 
thea the Marlborough, Garrick, 
Beefsteak and Cowes Royal Yacht 
Clab. He sleo owned an estate 
near Shenklin, Isle of Wight. 

Baron von Eckardatein, a: ree 
markably handeome man, married, 
in 1896, the daughter of the late 
Sir Jobo Blundell Maple (head of 
the great farnitare firm). 

Eing Edward, then Prinoe of 
‘Wales, attended the wedding and 
presented the bride with «

Unfottadately the marriage 
wasntahappyone.

hie plan of bettle; like Napoleon 
when his plan wae thought oat, 
8 great calm comes on Lloyd 
George when be has cettled his 
course; he never thinks of chang- 
ing it; not in {ace of inamerable 
hosts, not in face even of threat. 
ened death. And bere comes the 
contrudiction egeentially Celtic;
